Remarks 

1. Claims 1-81, 89-103, 109-151 were previously canceled. New claims 152-187 were 
added. Pending claims for examination are claims 82-88, 104-108, and 152-187. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 82-88, 104-108, and 152-187 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a communication system comprising a 
storage and retrieval unit, signal processing means, transmitting means, receiving means, and 
processing means, wherein the signal generating means generates a selective call signal 
comprising an information identifier that identifies the information, yet the information is not 
included in the selective call signal regardless of the amount of the information, and further 
including processing means for communicating two-way session with the device, and as soon as 
the device sends a request to perform an action on the information, the processing means 
transmits an acknowledgement to the device as cited in claims 82, 104, 164, and 177.
